Win Westbrook is making a habit 
of being a hero, 

Saturday he saved a 91-year-old 
woman in a burning house. And that 
is the second time he has rescued a 
stranger from a fire. ; 

Seven years ago he received the 
State Farm Good Neighbor award 
after he pulled an unconscious man 
from a burning building near 
Glenwood in south Alabama. He 
spotted the fire, left his car running 
and hurried inside. His quick action 
probably saved the man’s life, said 
Westbrook’s wife, Sherrie. 

On Saturday morning, the 
28-year-old Hoover man was driving 
to a friend’s house when he noticed

Helen Posey was standing in the 
guest room with the aid of a walker. 

She was yetting, ‘‘Howard! 
Howard!’’ and Westbrook thought 
there must be someone in a back 
room. He ran through the small, 
smoke-filled house in search of the 
mysterious Howard. He found no 
one, he said. 

The smoke was thick, Westbrook 
said, so he crawled snake-like back 
to the room where Mrs. Posey was.

‘*They didn’t even have electricity 
when she moved in.”’

The other is the new water tank being installed right now at the Opp 
Highway tank site. It replaces one that was scheduled for repairs but proved 
too rusted to repair, according toreports. We first questioned this statement, 
but Mayor English then got qualified engineers to look at the tank and he said 
they agreed.

A 
local lawyer threatened to take them all to court and they immediately 
dropped the idea. Now we spend $30- or $40 thousand with approval 
technically done only by employees. We credit things like this as the reason 
we are getting more complaints about city hall these days than we have in the 
past ten or twelve years.

MUSIC IN THE OLD TESTAMENT 

The first reference to music in the 
Bible appears in Genesis 4:21 and 
identifies one named Jubal as the 
father of all those who olay on the 
harp and organ. Throughout the 
entire history of the Jewish people as 
recorded in the Old Testament, 
music plays an integral part in every 
aspect of their lives and obtains 
special significance in all their 
worship activities. Old Testament 
Scriptures contain repeated refer- 
ences to both vocal and instrumental 
music. 


Although the Bible contains 
many examples of musical practices 
throughout the entire history of the 
Old Testament, the period of the 
Tabernacle and first Temple seems 
to be the time when music achieved 
its greatest heights of organization 


and use. During the time of the 
reigns of David and Solomon, 
musical activities were chiefly 


centered around worship first in the 
Tabernacle and then in the Temple. 

The Scriptures also contain 
references to music of other types 
such as when bringing home the ark 
(2 Samuel 6:5) and the playing of 
David to soothe Saul’s troubled spirit 
(I Samuel 16:23). 

David is primarily responsible for 
organizing the worship and music in 
the Tabernacle (1 Chronicles 25:1-7 
and 1 Chronicles 16:4-6), which later 
became the model for the organiza- 
tion of worship in the Temple. The 
tribe of the Levites was given 
responsibility for the administration 
and performance of music in the 
Temple. They were directed and 
supervised by the families of Asaph, 
Jeduthun and Heman. 

Possibly the most outstanding 
and significant reference to music in 
the Temple is contained in 2 
Chronicles 5:12-14 which describes 
the music for its dedication. This 
passage tells of singérs and instru-

Roman Catholics believe holy water is a sign of cleansing and 
Members use it to bless themselves, and priests 
sprinkle it on the congregation during the celebration of the mass, as 
well as sprinkling it in baptism, and in exorcisms and burials. Many 
people attach much superstitious importance to holy water, believing 
that it has magical or miraculous powers. 

Holy water was one of the very first innovations added to God’s will 
in the early church, as men began to leave the Bible behind and add 
their own ideas to the worship that the Bible authorized, History notes 
the first introduction of holy water in the early church about the year 
120 A.D., by a certain bishop Alexander, who taught that water used 
for baptism had to be blessed, or consecrated before it was fit for 
religious purposes. The idea of holy water was borrowed from a pagan 
practice. Pagans dipped their hands in water and sprinkled the water 
upon themselves as they entered a pagan temple, 
became the custom to provide a basin of holy water for the use of the 
worshippers, so that they could follow the pagan customs they were 
accustomed to practicing before becoming Christians. As time passed, 
many superstitions grew about holy. water, as it was said that holy 
water could frighten away devils, pardon certain sins, and elevate the 


sanctification. 


mind to devotion to God, 


Paul wrote to Timothy, ‘All scripture is given by inspiration of 
God, and is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for 
instruction in righteousness; that the man of God may be perfect, 
throughly furnished unto all good works’’ (2 Timothy 3:16-17). Paul 
was saying that the word of God was to be the guide for the church. The 
scriptures never even once mention holy water, or even hint that the 
waters of baptism must be blessed or made holy by anyone. The silence 
of the scriptures concerning holy water shows that it was introduced by 

i rom the Bible. Jesus reminds us of Isaiah's 
rophecy, “This people draweth nigh unto me with their mouth, and 
Roneweth me with their lips; but their heart is far from me. But in vain 
they do worship me, teaching for doctrines the commandments of 
men’’ (Matt, 15:8-9), Thus Jesus warned that worship based on the 
commandments of men, such as in the use of holy water in worship, is 
vain worship, Although the use of holy water is a very old tradition, it 
is nothing more than a tradition of men, and is thus condemned by the 
scriptures. The only rule of faith and practice of the church is the New 
Testament. We place our souls in jeopardy when we do not follow it.

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To Clean Out The Freezer - Or Not

My newspaper recently car- 
ried an article which urged_ everyone 
to give their freezer a good spring 
cleaning. They made it sound so 
simple: ‘‘Just unplug, put your 
dibbling bit of frozen food into a 


pasteboard box, defrost, and then. 


return the food’’. 

There is no doubt that the 
6-inch-layer of ice inside my freezer 
needs removing and if it were as 
easy as the writer implied, I'd do it 
this very day. But that is just not the 
case, 


To begin with, I need to explain 
that the first words my Mama taught 
‘me were, ‘‘Waste not’’ and since 
that time I’ve never thrown anything 
away. Secondly, as a kid I also 
learned that many things were put 
into fruit jars besides fruits and 
vegetables. You used them for your 
jacks and marbles, for your lightning 
bugs and your rattlesnake rattlers. 
And to seal your seeds in from year 
to year. If anyone had an operation 
they put their kidney stones in jars 
and set them on a shelf--to preserve 
for posterity. 

* The third thing I learned from 
Mama was to ‘‘go modern when 
you can’’. So when I realized she had 
thrown out her fruit jars for a 
deepfreeze, I followed suit. And I 


soon iearned that the freezer, like 
it’s predecessor the fruit jar, was 
valuable for more than just fruits and 
vegetables. My husband and kids 
took to this idea as much as I did; 
‘and that brings me back to the 
‘beginning of this story. Back to my 
problem: the need for, but almost 
impossibility of, cleaning out my 
freezer. 

If the sheer volume of ‘‘stuff”’ in 
my chest-type freezer didn’t make it 
impossible to do the task, the types 
of things stored there would. Just 
say I followed the written suggestion 
of putting clean towels in the bottom 
of the freezer and pouring cold water 
along the sides to thaw my thick 
layer of frost. Can you imagine what 
would happen to all the good seeds 
that I have stored there for future 
planting? The cantaloupe ones saved 
from the giant melon given by a 
friend ten years ago? The minute 
prince feather seeds bought from a 
pupil for five cents the last year I 
taught school--the year my 20-year- 
old baby was three. And the gallon of 
soybeans the combine spilled near 
my barn eight autums back--the ones 
I planned to cook with ham bits, And 
the million tiny cream peas that were 
originally tied into beanbags for 
games at a spend-the-night party 
(and later stored here, away from 


ESJC Career Training Program Will Continue 


Dr. Shirley H. Woodie, Dean of 
Development at ESJC has

homemakers found in a 1976 analysis 
done by the Department of Labor. 
These figures emphasize the impor- 
tance of programs designed to meet 
the needs of these women. 

“Enterprise State can open the 
door to educational and vocational 
Success for area women through its 
Career Training Program,’’ said Dr. 
Mary Bauer, Director of Community 
Services at ESJC. ‘‘The overall 
objectives of the program are to help 
participants improve their self- 
concept and develop coping skills 
while equipping and preparing them 
to return to school or work’’. 

For August 1986 through June 
1987, 105 women enrolled in the 
ESJC Career Training Program. Dr.

Due toa change in federal tax 
law, all unemployment compen- 
sation received after 1986 is fully 
includible as income. 

The Tax Reform Act of 1986 
repealed the former provision which 
allowed a limited exclusion from 
gross income for unemployement 
compensation received by individu- 
als whose income did not exceed 
certain amounts, 

‘Individuals who receive a sub- 
Stantial amount of unemployment 
compensation in 1987 may need to 
adjust their withholding allowances 
or make estimated tax payments,” 
said Philip Sullivan, District Director 
of IRS in Birmingham. ‘‘If they do 
not do this, they may not have 
enough income tax withheld to cover 
their tax for the year.’’

Bauer explained that, ‘‘Follow-up 
surveys show that over 97 percent of

And 
the results of past programs have 
been encouraging and rewarding as 
we've seen many women obtain jobs 
or better jobs and others go back to 
school for more training.”’ 

Experience has shown that on- 
going one-to-one counseling is the 
most essential element in obtaining 
positive outcomes. Based on this 
finding, the major emphasis in the 
Career Training Program is develop- 
ing a close working relationship 
between the participant and the 
project counselor.

The five-gallon-bucket of fish’ 
that Joe didn’t feel like cleaning and 
decided to seal up and freeze alive 
might start to thaw if I decided to 
take everything out--and so would all 
the fishbait--the chicken gizzards 
and livers they bought three springs , 
ago, the tiny perch that could be cut 
for trot lines, and the 50 pound, 
beaver that is clothed in an entire roll 
of polyurethane (and is taken out 
occasionally and sliced off of to feed 
the catfish in the creek), and the 
freezer-burned deer that ‘‘will make 
great fish bait’’ also. 

{t would be hard to decide what to 
do with all the fat that I have 
removed from hams the past ten 
years (and then sealed in plastic, 
realizing we didn’t need the choles- 
terol but at the same time--knowing 
that Mama’d haunt me if I threw 
it out), And there are the seven 
partial bags of crushed ice, now 
melted into seven big useless 
lumps--but at 98 cents per bag who 
dares let them just water the grass. 

And there is the left-over meat 
loaf, the huge bag of fried fish, and 
the cake that was made with salt 
instead of sugar--I felt too guilty to 
put them into the garbgge--what 
with all the folks starving in Africa. 

Now I’m not uptight about crea- 
ting space to freeze vegetables this 
summer--we columnists don’t have 
time for that. But it excites me to just 
think about being at the last stage of 
cleaning out my freezer--right down 
to the ‘‘rinsing with soda water and 
drying with a clean towel’’ that I 
read about not too long ago. For then 
I would know that I was about to.be 
able to, once again, freeze a few 
meats and a quart of ice cream from 
the grocery. 

But that is all just a dream, In 
view of my freezer and its unique 
contents I’ve adjusted to just buying 
eanough food for one day at a time, 
eating my ice cream at the Dairy 
Queen, and taking consolation in the 
fact that a filled freezer requires less 
energy to operate.
